A ſinner thus arraigned; and impreſſed with the

is at his wit's end. He is like a wild bull in a net,

avenue, or falſe retreat, cut off; righteouſneſs and 
holineſs, by the Law, are altogether deſpaired of; 
and the way to heaven by works, ek in whole 
or in part, for ever cloſed.

it is the Grves of Chriſt, and of faith too, and only 
Hin, that can work this union in us.

And how can the believer himſelf be really delivered 
| from 
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From the love and dominion of all fin, (according to 

a former quotation) if the ſeed of God, the production 

of the Holy Gboſt, the new man of grace, falls under 
the prevailing power of ſin, and is taten captive? 
Sin is Satan's ally, but the new man is in cloſe alli- 
ance with the Spirit of God. The ſtrong man armed 
muſt, therefore, overcome Him that is ſtronger than 
he, and regain his loſt poſſeſſion, before this ne 
men, this principle of grace, which is to reign through 
righteouſneſs, can be conquered, by the prevailing 
power of fin, ſo as to be taken captive. The diſtinc- 
tion here between the believer, and the ſeed of God in 
him, is this: the believer is delivered from the power of 
fin, but grace is taken captive by fin. To ſpeak with-

Answ. las the Law ceaſed to exiſt as a covenant 
of works? Pray, when did it expire? When was it, 
with reſpect to it's binding and killing power, re- 
pealed, or diveſted of it's divine ſanction? If it has 
loſt it's commanding power to do for life, and it's 
power to condemn to death in caſe of diſobedience, 
it has loſt all the power it has; for this is all the power 
that it ever had. And if the Saviour came to de- 
prive the Law of this power, he came to deſtroy it; 
for what is a law without commanding and con- 
demning power? This is making void the Law 
through faith; for diveſting the Law of it's autho- 
rity can never be called eſtabliſhing of it. The 
Galatians found it no leſs than a yoke of bondage, 
when they turned their back on the grace of God, 
in order to make the Law the perfecting end of 
Chriſt for ſanctification.

from the mouth of him who magnified it, and made 
it honourable. It will be a fiery law in the hand of 
Jeſus, as well as in the hand of Moſes; and the fire 
of wrath chat! is kindled in it will burn to the loweſt 
hell!

Answ. If Chriſt is the end of the Law for righte- 
ouſneſs, he is not the deſtroying end, but the ful- 
filling end. The Law is till a yoke for the ſervant, 
and a trap for the hypocrite : that which ſhould have 
been for his welfare, by driving him to Chriſt, be- 
comes a trap, by his truſting i in it; and the way that 
ſcems ſo tight to a man, is, in the end, the way of 
death, becauſe life is ſought by the minimalen of 
death.

put of Zion: rule thou in the midſt of thine. enemies, 
Pſalm cx. 2. But the Moral Law is not the Rod of 
his ſtrength , that is weak through the fleſh. © Bind 
te the teſtimony, ſeal the law among my diſciples,” 
Ja. viii. 16. The teſtimony of the Goſpel is re- 
ceived in the Bond of love, and the Law of Faith 
is attended with the ſeal of the Spirit: The day you 
believed, ye were ſealed with the holy Spirit of promiſe. 
But God does not ſet this ſeal to the preaching of 


the Moral Law: He, therefore, that miniſteretb the 


Spirit, and worketh miracles among you, doeth be it by 
the works of the Law? (Gal. iii. 5.) No, he doth not. 
Miniſters of the letter are not ſealed themſelves. 
Nor does God attend their miniſtry: with his ſeal ; 
for they are ſervants of corruption; they know not 
what they ſay, nor whereof they affirm; and there- 


fore can confirm nothing but their own ignorance, 


and the bondage of their audience. And this is evi- 
dent: for ſome who contend for the Law ate obliged 
to write and read their ſermons; which proves that: 
they ſerve in'the oldneſs of the letter, and not in the 
newn?ſs of the Spirit. Take them, reader, to the Law, 
and to the teftimony—that is, to the law of Faith, and 
to 
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to the teſtimony of the Goſpel; and, if they peaks 


not according to this word of life, it is becauſe 
there is no light in them. Life and immortality are 
not brought to light in their ſouls by the Goſpel; 

they are under the yoke of the Moral Law; and the 
old wail is ſtill upon their beart in reading the Old 
Teftament; which vail is done away in Chriſt, and 
an eaſier yoke given. The Law of Faith'is ſo com- 
pleat, that whatſoever is not done in obedience 
thereto, and from faith therein, is no better than

Stand faſt, reader, in the liberty wherewith Chriſt - 
has made you free, and be not entangled again with 
the yoke of bondage. The Law has lately obtained 
a great many-new names, which it never bore be- 
fore, and which the bond-children in the "preſent 
age have given it. 

One divine calls it the evangelized Law; which 
implies, that the covenant of Works is now turned 
into the covenant of Grace; that the miniſter of the 
Letter, by this turn, is now the miniſter of the Spirit; 
and that he who works, his work is reckoned to be 
of grace; and he that worketh not, but believeth, 
he is an Antinonuan, and the reward is reckoned 
to him of debt. This is turning things upſide down, 
which is to be eſteemed as porters clay. Ja. xxix. 16. 

Another divine differs from the laſt; and ſays, 
40 The Moral Law is the Covenant of Grace.

and is, in effect, to ſay, that the miniſtry of death 


is now the grace of life; the miniſtration of con- 


demnation is now the miniſtration of righteouſneſs;

is now the evangelical yoke of Goſpel obedience; 


and that which was engraven on tables of ſtone, is 


now written on the fleſhly tables of the heart; and 


the killing letter is now the quickening Spirit.

Others differ from theſe; and tell us, that the 


Law is the only rule of a believer's life; by which 


he is to walk, and not by faith; by which he is to 


live, and not by faith; by which he is to work, and 
not by faith.

Others tell us, that Chriſt came to enable believers

ouſneſſes are as filthy rags. And which ſhews that 
the old man, in our days, is dead; that there is no 
law in the members that wars againſt the law of the 
mind now; no fleſh in the believer that loves the law 
of fin: and though the Apoſtles in many things all of 
them offended, yet believers, in this period, never 
offend at all; which makes their A perfect, 
and the Saviour's of leſs worth. 

But the Authors of this book differ from all the 
above.

All our thoughts 
muſt be brought into captivity. to the obedience of 
Chriſt, or elſe we ſhall never think ſoberly, as we 
ought to think. © Rationality, with her grand rea- 
« ſonings and thinkings,” muſt be kept within 
bounds, like a reſtive horſe; and that not by a moral 
precept, but by reſtraining grace, if ever the ſinner 
is admitted to fellowſhip with Chriſt. The Goſpel 
1s calculated and publiſhed to ſtain the pride of all 
glory, to take the wiſe in their own craftineſs, to 
bring into contempt all the honourable of the earth, 
and to puzzle the wiſe and prudent; and, though 
it is the wiſdom of God in a myſtery, yet it 7s tg 
them that periſb fooliſhneſs. This wiſdom is to diſ- 


play the riches of divine grace, to the glory of 


God, and the humiliation of the ſinner; and not to

If the Moral Law, engraven on 1 of 
tone, is the Law of Love, then no great thanks can 
be due to Him who redeemed them that were under 
this Law; nor are we much indebted to free Grace, 
which delivered us from it. For what yoke can be 
ſo eaſy as this Law of Love? Not the Saviour's 
yoke, for that is attended with a daily croſs, and 
many ſips of the bitter cup which this Moral Law 

„ of 
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of Love doth not enjoin. I never knew till now 
that the Moral Law was ever called the Law of Love. 
God calls it a fiery Lato that the fire of it was 
kindled in his anger—that it worketh wrath, and is 
the miniſtration. of death and condemnation—that 
thoſe who are of the works of it, are under the curſe 
of it; for, to him that worketh, the reward is 
' reckoned of debt, which he can never pay; and 
which Law is the ſtrength of fin, and will impriſon 
every ſuch debtor till the utmoſt mite is paid: for 
heaven and earth ſhall paſs away, before one jot or 
tittle of the Law ſhall fail; fail of it's power, of 
it's unlimited demands, or of the execution of it's 
dreadful curſes. Vain jangling, indeed! The love 
of God, in Chriſt Jeſus; the bond of the everlaſting 
Covenant; the firſt fruit of the Holy Ghoſt; the 
conſtraining power of the Law of the Spirit, is here 
palmed upon Moſes's Law. Grace and Truth, the 
effects of ſovereign love, came by Moſes; but An- 
tinomianiſm and Licentiouſneſs, according to this 
book, came by Jeſus Chriſt. Such publications as 
theſe may ſerve to eaſe the minds of authors who 
envy the happineſs and ſucceſs .of God's ſervants. 
They may ſerve to blacken their characters, to

And they are ſanctified; but not through 
nor by the Law, for God doth not miniſter the Spirit 
by the works of the Law, but by the preaching of 
Faith. And they are ſaved; but ſalvation is not of 
works, for by Grace are we ſaved, through Faith, 
and that not of ourſelves, - And we are glorified ;

Our preſent ſovereign . many lend 5 
eriminals, but he doth not aboliſh his laws by the 
acts of his grace; but thoſe who deſpiſe the acts of 
nis elemeney, and cleave to the la that condemned 
them, muſt die, for the law can ſhew them no fa- 
vour. So thoſe that turn their back upon the Law 
of Faith, and go to the Law of Works, fall from 
Grace, and Chriſt ſhall profit them nothing. If the 
righteouſneſs of the Law is fulfilled in the man that 
walks in the Spirit, how can the [miniſtry of the 
Spirit make void the Law? If a woman capable 
of a numerous progeny marries, and lives ten years 
with a man, and all that time continues barren; 
ſne contributes nothing, during all that period, to- 
wards populating the nation to which ſhe belongs; 
and Wiſdom ſays, In the want f people is the de- 
ftruftion of the * But, if ſuch a woman's 
huſband 
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huſband dies, and ſhe marries again, and, by the 
ſecond huſband, bears ten or twenty children, that 
are uſeful in the army, navy, or to ſociety ; does The 
any injury, either to the government or laws of her 
country, by her fruitfulneſs? Is ſuch an one entitled 


to the name of an Outlaw, or an Antinomian, for 
this? I ſuppoſe not. The parallel holds good 


_ which were by the Law, did work in our members to 
Bring forth fruit unto death, Rom. vii. 5. Here is 
fruit brought forth unto death, but no fruit to the 
living God. The firſt huſband, by his killing ope- 
rations, and by his gendering to bondage, which con-

| 1 deſtitute of the ſecret myſtery of Faith, are dead 
men, miniſters of the killing letter; and, though 
they and their proſelytes may have a name to live, 
yet the Saviour ſays they are dead. 


. Quor, 4 Some ſay, the Law cannot be a perfect rule 
« of conduct, becauſe it ſays nothing upon ſome ſubjects 
« which are noted in the precepts of the New Teſtament.” 


Answ. The Moral Law mentions nothing of 
1 repentance toward God, nor does it accept it. 1 
_ Law is not of Faith, nor is Faith of the Law:

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neither . deſcribes it, promiſes it, nor gives any in- 
formation concerning it. But the good-will of 
God, in Chriſt Jeſus, does all this, and gives a man 
grace to perform what God requires. And it is a 
Pity that a diſpenſation that brings glory to God in 

the higheſt, on earth peace, and good - will towards 
men, ſhould have no better name than that of Anti- 
nomianiſm. I believe the Law to be more than a 
rule of conduct to them that are under it: for Paul 
ſays, that whatſoever the Law ſaith, it ſaith to them 
that are under the Law, It is to the bond-children 
a rule of work: What is written in the Law?—This 
do—Keep the commandments. It is the rule of con- 
verſation: Thou ſhalt talk of this Law as thou lift 
down, and riſeſt up; as thou goeſt out, and comeſt in.

It is ignorance, of rather envy at the liberty 
and the happineſs of the experimental Chriſtian, and 
at the miniſters of the Spirit, that provokes them to 
it; or, as Paul ſays, they creep in to ſpy out our 
« liberty that we have in Chriſt, that they may 
© bring us into bondage.” If the believer takes 
M.oſes's Law upon him, will it change or renew his 
ſoul ?

It does not exclude 
boaſting. * We are taught of God to love one an- 
e Other and it is the love of God in Chriſt, ſhed 
e abroad in the heart by the Spirit, that is tbe bond 
4 of all perfe&neſs among brethren.” But, does this 
love come from the Law? or, does it come by the 
Law? Neither of them. God's love to us is the 
bond of the Covenant of Grace; and, when ſhed 
abroad in our heart, it is our bond of union to the 
Lord. This love is the firſt fruit of the Spirit; and 
the main branch of © tbe Law of the Spirit which 
« js in- Chriſt Jeſus, which makes us free from the 
% Law of fin and death.“ Will the believer's tak- 
ing this yoke' upon him, increaſe his good. works? 
No: He that abideth in me, and I in him, the 
« {ame bringeth forth much fruit.” But, will this 
yoke ſtrengthen the believer's union with the Lord? 
No: © They that begin in the Spirit, and then go 
* to the Law, to be made perfect by the fleſh, fall 
«. from Grace; Chriſt ſhall profit them nothing.“ 
But, will the Law help the believer, if we conſider 
the Law'as a joint worker with Chriſt? No: 
* Abide in me, and I in you; for, without me, you 
can do nothing.” Will this Law enlarge the 
believer's heart? No: it genders to bondage; be- 
gets ſervile tear, accompanied with a train of tor- 
ments, which nothing but Covenant Love can caſt

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ant. * Fear hath torment, He that feareth, is not 
« made perfect in love: perfect love caſteth out 


« fear,” Will this yoke make the believer abound 


in good works? No: I laboured more abundantly 
ce than they all; yet, not I, but the Grace of God, 
that was with me.” Will this yoke produce 
ſelf-abhorrence? No: when God makes, or rather 
reveals, the New Covenant to the ſinner; pardons 
him; gives him a new heart, and a new ſpirit; and, 
by grace, appears pacified toward him; then he re- 
members his own evil way, which was not good; 
and loaths himſelf in his own fight for his iniquities. 
The Law will never reconcile a man to the juſtice 
of God, but pardoning Mercy does. The terrors 
of the Law ſtir up enmity, but Grace ſlays it. 
e The motions of fin, which are by the Law, work 
« jn the members to bring forth fruit unto death.“ 
Bur Faith purifies the heart. The Law fixes the 
veil upon the ſinner's mind; bur the Goſpel brings 
life and immortality to light. The Law does not 
exclude boaſting; Grace produces humility. The 
Law ſtirs up enmity againſt God; Grace fills a man 
with enmity againſt fin. The terrors of the Law will 
make Cain cry out againſt his puniſhment; but 
Grace makes a man cry out againſt himſelf and his 
_ wickedneſs, Legal convictions by the Law often 


work ſelf- pity; but Grace works pity and com- 


paſſion to the Saviour. Under the terrors of the 
Law, a man will Juſtify himſelf, and cenfure his 


Maker; 
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Maker; but by Grace, through Chriſt, a man is * 
' . to. condemn himſelf, and juſtify God; © God ap- 
„ pears juſt, and the juſtifier of him that believeth 
& in Jeſus.” They that die under the Law will 
plead their own merit at the bar of God: When 
t ſaw we thee an hungred, and did not give thee meat? 
<« or thirſty, and did not give thee drink?” But 
the ſaints diſclaim the fruits of their faith, even 
though the Judge proclaims and approves them. 
I know that the Law calls for Righteouſneſs, Holi- 
neſs, and Love; but it is out of the fulneſs of Chriſt 
all theſe muſt be received; and he that is united to 
Chriſt, and walks in union with him, walks in all 
theſe; for the Moral Law is ſwallowed up in the 
Everlaſting Goſpel. The Merits of our Covenant 
Head anſwer every demand of the Law for us; while 
the Teſtimony of Faith, and the Fruits of the Spirit, 
give an anſwer to every demand of the Law in us. 
The righteouſneſs of the Law is fulfilled in them 
« who walk not after the fleſh, but after the Spirit.” 
If this doctrine here advanced be Antinomianiſm, 
then let our opponents ſhew us what is Goſpel. 
And, if this doctrine makes void the Law, let them 
ſhew us what doctrine that is that eſtabliſhes it. 
And, if leading the believer from union with the 
Saviour to the yoke of the Law, and making that 
his only Rule of Life, Walk, and Conduct, eſta- 
bliſhes the Law; let them ſhew us in what ſenſe it 
does it. The ſaints fruits of faith, and labours of 
love, 
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love, are acceptable to God through Jeſus Chriſt: | 
but, ſo far ate they from being: a perfect righteouſneſs, 


according. to the tenour of the old covenant, that 


even the righteouſneſs of Zion is but filthy rags, and 
the righteouſneſs of the apoſtle Paul bur dung and 

droſs; and this righteouſneſs will never eſtabliſh the 
Law. We eſtabliſh the Law in the hand of Juſtice 
againſt every infidel; and as magnified in the heart of 
Chriſt to every believer, and by imputed righteouſ- - 
neſs, and the love of the Spirit, in every child of 
God; and with all it's requirements, and in full 
force, againſt every ſinner out of Chriſt; and in the 
ſouls of all the damned in hell. And, if theſe are 
not it's proper baſis, let our opponents ſhew us any 
other. But as for making the Law the believer's 
only rule of life, eſtabliſhes it no where, nor in any 
ſenſe, Love is called the fulfilling of the Law, and 
by imputed Righteouſneſs-and the Spirit of Love it 
is fulfilled in the ſaint. But, if walking in the Spirit 
will not anſwer the demands of the Law, it can 
hardly be thought, that bringing our necks under 
the yoke of the Letter can anſwer the requirements 
of the Goſpel, which calls for a ſervice in the new- 
neſs of the Spirit, and not in the oldneſs of the 
Letter. God has made ample proviſion, in the 
Covenant of Grace, both for Holineſs, Happineſs, 
and good Works; and furniſhes us with the former, 
to make us fruitful in the latter. For by Grace are 
ye ſaved, through Faith; and that not of yourſelves, 
E it 
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it is the gif of God. Net of Works, left aw man 
ſhould boaſt : for we are his workmanſhip, created in 
Chriſt Feſus unto. good works, which God bath before 
ordained ¶ prepared] that we ſhould walk in them, 
Eph. ii. 8, 9, 10. For my own part, I have 3 : 
many who traduce the grace of God, as tending to 
licentiouſneſs, and the preachers of it as Antinomi- 
ans; and who extol themſelves, and their own 
righteouſneſs and good .works, very highly, and 
who make great pretenſions to the Law; whoſe lives 
are no example to good men far from it. Nor do 
they always conceal theif inward enmity even againſt 
the ſovereignty of God himſelf, but often arraign it, 
and his juſtice too, at the bar of Reaſon. They think 
the Almighty juſt ſuch an one as themſelves; they hate 
his decrees; are envious at the objects of his choice; 
and ſpy out, in order to ridicule and bring into con- 
tempt, their liberty which they have in Chrift Jeſus: 
and by which they plainly. ſhew that they have no 
real love to Gad, nor to the real children of God ; 
and therefore their works are little worth, neither 
ſpringing from a good root, nor directed to a good 
end. 

There is nothing but natural, corrupt, or vile 
affe&ions, in bond- children. They are ſtrangers to 
the ſpirituality of the Law, ſtrangers to the yoke 
of it, and to the bondage that it genders ; and are 

-haters of the power of godlineſs who miſrepreſent _ 
- others as erroneous who preach the truth, while 

| themſelves 
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themſelves publiſh nothing but ſelf · cotradiction 
and lyes. That the Moral Law — o 
« exiſt as: 4 Covenant, of Works, is; a damnable 
falſnood. No hint of it is given in all the Bible. 
This i is the worſt branch of Antinomianiſm that ever - 
was publiſhed... © Chriſt is the end of the Law for 
« righteouſneſs.” Not only the fulfilling End, but 
the grand End of the Law, is anſwered. in and by 
him. And the ſame end is anſwered and fulfilled by 
a work of grace in us. We are redecmed from under 
the Law, are delivered from the Law, and are under 
Grace, and not under the Law. But the Law is 
ſtill what it ever was—an everlaſting, unalterable, 
unrepealable Law: and a Covenant of Works in 
every ſenſe; and to him that works under it, tbe 
reward is fill reckoned of debt. But theſe baſe Anti- 
nomians, who have bereaved the Law of all it's 
power, and ſo have deſtroyed it, cry out.

She can do no leſs than on him as her Prieſt,“ 
becauſe he has redeemed her from under the Law, 
and from the curſe of it; To that ſhe is neither under 
it's cotninanding power nor dreadful ſentence. 
<« She owns him for her Lord,” becauſe he has de- 
livered her from the lordly power of the Law; the 
accuſations of Moſes, Satan, and Sin; ſaying 
e O Lord, our God, other lords, beſides thee; have 
« had dominion over us; but by thee only will we 
*© make mention of thy name, Ja. xxvi. 1 . 
She loves him as a Huſband, becauſe ſhe is not 
under Moſes, who allowed of putting away, but 
under a covenant of eternal wedlock, by which ſnre 
is betrothed in righteouſneſs, loving-kindneſs, faith- 
fulneſs, tender mercies, and for ever. She loves 
him as a Brother, becauſe ſhe is in the brotherly 
covenant: that he is her Brother, who has ſucked 
the breaſts of her Mother, which is Zion—not Hagar, 
nor yet Jeruſalem in bondage—where he was born 
as well as ſhe. She loves him as a Friend, becauſe 
ſhe is reconciled, and the myſteries of the kingdom 
are revealed to her - but, as to bond-ſervants under 
the Law, they know not what their Lord doth. 

« She loves him as her Maſter,” becauſe ſhe is par- 
taker

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taker of the fruits of the Spirit. before ſhe labours; 
and ſerves him in the newneſs of the Spirit, and not 

in the oldneſs of the letter; She takes his yoke 
upon her indeed, which ſhe finds to be light, -and 
ſtands. in her liberty, unleſs, falſe brethren bewitch 
her, as they did the Galatians, who were entangled 
by them, and brought again into bondage: her 
adherence to which is both her folly and her loſs.

how can ſhe be juſtly charged with Antinomianiſm, 
or licentibuſneſs, for this her obedience to the faith;

Length of 
days, in the land of Canaan, was all that the Moral 
Law held forth to Iſrael. Life eternal was to come 
by that Prophet which Moſes foretold; and nothing 
leſs than deſtruction was threatetied to chem who 
ſhould refuſe to obey the voice of that Prophet. 
Before people ſit down to unmaſk what they call 
Antinomiahiſm, it is neceſſary that they ſhould

This proverb 
ſpeaks to us, as to children: it ſpeaks to the chil- 
dren of God, not to the bond children, ſor Chriſt 
palmed them upon another father. And we ure 
exhorted to keep our Father's commanament—com- 
mandment; in the ſingular number; which com- 

mandment is not the Moral Law, for then it would 
have been in the plural, for the) are ten. This 
commandment of the Father is called the Lato of 
bur Mother; but neither Hagar, Sinai, nor-Jeruſa- 
lem in bondage, are our mother. We muſt not look 
to either of them. Wie muſt lobt unto Abraham, bur 
fatber; and to Sarah, that bare us—for God called 
him alone, and bleſſed him and inereaſed him. 
And it is clear that the bleſſing of eternal life was 
who are che father and mother of us all. This law 
of our mother Sarah was not graven on tables of 
ſtone, but on. the fleſhly tables of her heart.

The Spirit leads 
us into all trutb; and T ruth leads us into liberty, 
and to free acceſs to God. When thou ſeepeſt, it 
Hall keep thee, The Law of Faith, in the hand of 
the Spirit, is a kecper. Truth is the ſaint's ſhield 
and buckler. Protection is promiſed in this Law; 
and we are kept by the power of God, /brough it; 
through faith are we kept to ſalvation. And when 
thou awakeft, it Pall talk with thee. Ks his life- 
giving commandment has a voice of power, and 
differs much from a voice of words. The Spirit 
ſpeaks, in this Law, to the heart. The word dwells 
richly in the believer; inſomuch, that his heart 
teacheth his mouth, and addeth learning to his lips. 
In ſhort; it is the word of reconciliation, by which 

we are brought to have fellowſhip with the Father, 
and with the Son, Chriſt Jeſus: while thoſe who are 
under the Law find a barrier upon their heart, 
which keeps them at their proper diſtance; and a 
boundary placed round the mount, that they may 


not attempt to gaze, leſt the Lord break e 
upon them. |

notbing per felt; but the bringing in of a better Hope 
did, [do it] by the which we draw nigh unto God. 
J do not ſay, that the Law is not the only Rule of 


Life to the Authors of this book; for, by their op- 
poſition to the Goſpel, I think it is. But then, they | 


ought not to ſet this Rule of the ſervant before. the 
children of God: for, woe dh are to ſerve God in the 


. _newneſs 
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newneſs of the Spirir, and not in the oldneſs of the 
letter, one would think that the new Covenant muſt 
furniſh the new-born ſoul with a new Rule of this 
new ſervice. And it is clear that we are delivered 


from the old yoke, that we might take the Saviour's 


yoke upon us; yea, we are delivered from the works 
of the Law, that we might receive grate for obedi- 
ence to the faith, (Rom. i. f.) according to the com- 
mandment of the everlaſting God, made known. among 
all nations for the obedience of faith, Rom, xvi. 26, 
And, if obedience to the faith is required, faith 


muſt be the rule of obedience. -- And, if men are to 


be puniſhed with everlaſting deſtruction from the 
preſence of God, and from the glory of his power, 


for not obeying the Goſpel of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 


it muſt be a Rule rejected by ſuch vain. Janglers, 
otherwiſe it would not be Juſt in God to puniſh fo 


Everely for diſobeying a Law that is no rule of obe- 


dience. Every child of God who has felt the force 
of the Law, and his own weakneſs and vileneſs, 
and who has received the grace of God in truth, 
will ſee through the deception of theſe Antinomian 
correQors : for God permits moſt of his children, 
ſome time or other, to ſuffer by hypocrites ſiniting 


them, and bringing them into bondage; and, after a 


little ſuffering in this way, their own teſtimony will 
repel and ſhut out of the heart all ſuch vain jangling 
as this: for it is a docttine that, as Milton ſays

productions as thoſe which I am oppoſing, are uſe- 


ful in one ſenſe ; that is, to diſcover thoſe profeſſors 


who are of the contrary part; and to harden ſuch. 
againſt the grace of God, who are conſcious to 


— 


themſelves that they have no oil in their veſſels. 


Thoſe believers, as they are called, who were all 


zealous of the Law of Moſes, were the perſons that 
attempted the life of Paul, and ſet Jeruſalem all in 


an uproar. And thoſe of the ſame ſtamp are the 


greateſt enemies to the power of godlineſs in our 
days. I can mention an inſtance or two.

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A profeſſor in this metropolis, who ſtood in a 
profeſſion for a number of years; and who wrote a 
cruel letter to me fourteen years ago, when I was in 
the midſt of many troubles ; became a moſt bitter 
enemy to me, without any juſt cauſe, except on 
account of my doctrine; and made it his buſineſs to 
ridicule me, and prejudice the minds of people againſt 
me. When Maria took up her broom and mop 
againſt me, he had a feaſt indeed: he was as much 
comforted as Eſau at the thought of ſlaying. his 
brother Jacob, becauſe God had willed him the 
bleſſing. He went to Mr. Brayne, potter, at Lam- 
beth, and to his wife, wonderfully enraptured. | 
Maria had fully eſtabliſhed him, that Faith is no 
Rule of - obedience, and that the Law is the only 
Rule of life. This is a doctrine that muſt ſuit thoſe 
who are deſtitute of the faith of God's elect. In this 
he was built up and eſtabliſned; and ſaid I had met 
with my match, and what would I do now? He 
expected that my mouth would ſoon have been 
ſtopped, and all my doctrines fall to the ground. 
However,” as the Wiſe Man faith, the joy of the 
bypocrite is but for a moment for, ſoon after this, 
God ſent the Law home to his conſcience; and 
made his countenance proclaim, that he was in all 
the blackneſs, darkneſs, and tempeſts, of Sinai. 
He ſunk into deſperation : he fled to the ſalt water, 
which could by no means extinguiſh the divine 
flame, nor afford ſtrength to ſupport his body

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under it; for, ſoon after; be banged bimſelf, as Judas 
did. I ſhall not mention names: this thing was not 
done in a corner. However, ſo ended a many years

So true is the proverb, that tbe light of the righteous - 
rejoiceth, oben the lamp of the wicked is put out:

Another man, at . Heriford, of the e pe een 
as the former, received great eſtabliſhment by the 
doctrines of the Law; and his zeal was ſo fired by 
the ſame, that he traduced me and my publications 
in a moſt dreadful manner, as if I lived in, and was 
an encourager of, all manner of vice and wicked- 

neſs: and not one that God had made my writings 
uſeful to, but what ſuffered under the [ſcourge of 
this man's tongue. - And God permitted him to go 
on for a conſiderable time. But, a few weeks ago, 
He diſcovered him, in a more deſpicable, and more 
ignominious way, than the former. It is hard 
work, reader, to kick, to be offended, and to 
ſtumble at Chriſt. In this way theſe doctrines of 
the Law are made uſeful ; but their authors will 
reap no comfort from them in a dying hour, nor 
yet at the bar of God. Now we go on again.

e It is e then, that we are ads new 
creatures; / are to ſerve in the newneſs of the Spirit; 
and yet no new Rule to be obedient to, or to work 
by! And yet we are to be obedient to the faith, to 
walk by faith, and to work by faith; and, by abid- 
ing faithful unto death, we are to receive the crown 
of life! This doctrine makes faith void, and the 
promiſe of God of none effect reſpecting life and 
conyerſation; though, by the Rule of Faith, God 
works in us both to will and to do. © But, what is 
« this old Commandment that was given at the Be- 
« ginning?” And what Beginning was that, when 
this old Commandment was given? Was it the 
Law given to Adam at the beginning of the world, 
or at the Creation? If fo, the life-giving Com- 
mandment was given long before that, and is a much 
older Commandment, for it is from | everlaſting, - 
By your Rule, Adam was prohibited touching the 
Tree of Life ; but, by the Rule that I contend for, 
we are commanded to eat and drink abundantly; that

Or, does John tell thoſe he wrote to, that this old 
' Commandment is the Moral Law? Could he, with 
any propriety, tell them of that generation, that they 
heard the Law from the beginning? Were any of 
them at Sinai when the Law was given? If fo, 
they muſt have been far above fifty years old, for 
they muſt have ſeen Moſes. How do theſe novices 
plunder the ſacred Scriprures, and make the inſpired 
penmen ſpeak nonſenſe! Let John give us his own 
explanation: © Brethren, I write no new Command- 
& ment unto you, but an old Commandment, which 
« ye had from the beginning. The old Command- 
te ment is the WORD which ye have heard from 
« the beginning.” Fobn, ii. 7. This Word is the 
Word of Life, which the Apoſtles held forth, as good 
Bewards of the manifold grace of God. This is the 
Mord which God commanded to a thouſand genera- 
tions. God the Saviour gave the Word, and great 
was the company that publiſhed-it; and John was 
one of that company. John was à miniſter of the 
Spirit, not of the Letter; a miniſter of the Word 
of Life, not of the killing Letter; an Evangeliſt, 
not a Legaliſt; a good Steward of grace, not a 
fruſtrater of the grace of God. He ſtood and 
preached in the kingdom and patience of Chriſt : 
not telling the believers to be circumciſed, and keep 
the 
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the 4 of Moſes; ſubverting their ſouls, and 
bringing the old yoke on the diſciples neck, which 
neither they nor their fathers were able to bear. 
[Read Ads, chap. 15. ] If John had told the be- 
lievers to whom he wrote, that the Law of Moſes 
was the only Rule of their life and converſation, he 
muſt have wrote a new commandment unto them, 
inſtead of an old one, and a commandment purely 
his own; for thoſe who preached, © Ye muſt be cir- 
c cumciſed, and keep the Law of Moſes,” had no ſuch. 
commandment given to them, neither by Chriſt, 
by the Spirit, nor by the whole aſſembly of Apo- 
ſtles, (As, xv. 1, 28, 29.) but were declared to be 
ſubverters of the ſaints. In this laſt quotation, 
the Word of Life, which God ſent, preaching peace by 
Jeſus Chrift; the old Commandment, which Chriſt 
received in eternity, by which God commanded tbe 
bleſſing of life upon Zion for evermore; is here eſta- 
bliſhed at Sinai. So that they which be of the Law 
are under the bleſſing. The ſubſtance of the New 
Covenant, which the Spirit writes on the fleſhly 
tables of the heart, is afreſh engraven upon tables 
of ſtone. And, in order to make this glaring de- 
ception go down, they will, in the next place, offer

F 4 Faith - 
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Faith be no Law, then Unbelief can be no tranſ- 
greſſion. The unpardonable fin, doing deſpite to 
the Spirit of Grace, trampling under foot the Son 
of God, can be no tranſgreſſion; for where there is 
no Law, there is no tranſgreſſion. But by the Law 
of Faith ſhall all theſe be found guilty, and ſhall be 
| judged, and damned, without the Moral Law. 
I never heard, till I read this vile Book, that the be- 
liever, do what he will, cannot fin; nor did I ever 
hear, till this abominable piece appeared, that the 
Goſpel was no Rule of obedience, and that it was 
no rule or ſtandard to try an hypocrite or an infidel 
by. It is a perfect Rule for the ſaint to work and 
live by; a Rule to try and judge a hypocrite by; 
and it has got the heavieſt ſentence annexed to it 
that ever dropped from the mouth of God.

Hence it appears; that the 
hypocrite tranſgreſſeth ſome Law, by the judgment 
of which a /orer puniſhment ſhall be inflifted, Yea, 
it had been better (faith Peter) if ſuch had never 
known the right wayz better they had continued 


under the old Vail, than, after they have known, 
to turn from the holy Commendment delivered to them; 


for ſuch ſhall be beaten with many ſtripes. Bur, 
as to making the Apoſtle ſay that the Moral Law 


« is the old Commandment, which he calls the Vord

that the Apoſtle laid down no other Rule but the 
Law for the believer to live and converſe by; is, I 
ſay, a palpable he, and a contradiction to every 
chapter in the New Teſtament, let our opponents 
pick out what chapter they Ws eaſe... John tells us, 
that the Law was given by Moſes, but Grace and 
Truth came by Jeſus Chriſt. The Word. of Life, 
and the killing Letter, are two things. If there be 
no Rule but the Moral Law, the hypocrite will fare 
very well; for that condemns no man for diſbeliev- 
ing, but for not doing. However, he will find 
damnation by another Rule, and from another Law: 
Chriſt's Word, and not Meoſes's Writings, ſhall con- 
demn him.

Ver. 18, 19. Others had an unction that abode in 
them, and they needed not theſe falſe teachers to 
inſtruct them, Ver. 27. In Chap. iii. Ver. 1, 2, 3, 


he writes to believers as the ſons of God; and ſays, 


« Every one that hath this hope of ſonſhip and heir- 
« ſhip in him, purifieth himſelf, even as he is pure.“ 


Then, in Ver. 4. he breaks off to the other claſs— 
« Whoſoever committeth ſin, tranſgreſſeth alſo the 
Law, for ſin is a tranſgreſſion of the Law.“ And 
by the word alſo, he makes ſuch hypocrites tranſ- 
greſſors of ſome other Law, as well as the Law Moral. 


« Whoſo ſinneth, hath not ſeen Chriſt, neither known 


« him, He that committeth ſin, is of the devil.” | 


Ver, 
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Ver. 6, 8. John makes the i a 3 
in a twofold ſenſe: . Whoſo tranſpreſſeth, [by apo- 
« ſtacy] and abideth not in the doctrine of Chriſt, 
e hath not God.” Such an one is a © tranſgreſſor 
againſt the Goſpel of Chriſt, and he tranſgreſſeth 
alſo the Law.“ The Law is the miniſtration of death 
to him, and the Goſpel is a ſavour of death unto 
death. to him: he is curſed by the former, and 
damned by the latter. He that is under the Law, 
and does it not, is curſed; and he that hears the 
Goſpel, and believes not, ſhall be damned. | 


QuoT. „ This was written to believers; and it is a 
ce ftrong atteſtation, that the Law is not abrogated, but till 
5 "nnining in full force, as the Rule of ä 


Answ, If the Law has ceaſed to exiſt, and is 
done away, as a Covenant of Works, as you aſſert, 
you have abrogated it—for to command to do for 
life, and to condemn for not doing, is all the power 
it ever had; and, if it hath ceaſed to exiſt as a Co- 
venant of Works, it hath no power to command to 
work, nor to condemn for not working, according 
to your doctrine. This is vile and damnable Anti- 
nomianiſm; and is making void the Law in every 
ſenſe, and eſtabliſnes it in no ſenſe whatever. The 
Word of God declares, that the Law is not made 
for a righteous man. It is not made to rule, govern, 
or condemn, a man juſtified by Faith; for he is 
raved and governed by the Grace 1 Chriſt. He is 
| not 
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1 
not under the Law, but under Grace. The Law is 


made for the Iawleſs and diſobedient; and we know, 
that whatſoever the Law ſaith, it ſaith to them that 


are under the Law. Here are the perſons deſcribed 
for whom this Law is made; and they are not the 


Tighteous, but the lawleſs and diſobedient: and the 
whole contents of the Law are directed to them that 
are under it; but the righteous are not under the 
Law, but under Grace. But, if the Moral Law be 


the only Rule of the Saint's Work, he muſt ſerve in 


the oldneſs of the Letter. The Works of the Law, 
and not the Works of Faith, are what the believer 
muſt perform: and by the Law muſt he ſtand or fall, 
and by it muſt his weakneſſes be tried, and puniſhed;

pervert, miſconſtrue, and proſtitute, the Divine 
Oracles of God to ſuch baſe purpoſes, as to deceive 
the ſimple, and injure (in the Lord's work) the 
faithful labourers of the Vineyard! However, as 
you have' got a bridle in your jaws, cauſing you to 
err; go on, and, by God's help, I will follow you, 
as long as I can hold a pen.

throw the doctrines that I hold. This laſt Quota- 


tion juſtifies my doctrine: for, if they were both 
righteous, they were juſtified by an imputed righte- 
ouſneſs., And it is clear that the Grace of God did 
not lead them into licentiouſneſs: for, as they walked 


in the Spirit, they did not fulfil the luſts of the fleſn; 
for they walked in all the ordinances and command- 


ments of the Lord, blameleſs; ſo that the righteouſ- 
neſs of the Law van fulfilled in them, and Grace 
taught 
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tough them to deny ungodlineſs and worldly hiſts. 
And this is what ] aſſert. But, aſter all, this paſ- 
ſage of Scripture ſerves my purpoſe much better 
han the purpoſe of my opponents. For, though the 
Law of Works had no charge againſt Zacharias, be- 
cauſe he was under Grace; yet the Law of Faith had.
